I. -an or -han expresses the following** 

A. when suffixed to a simple WB, 

1. place-names: 

a . where things of the same class abound 

or are collected, e. g. aklatan ‘library’< 
ahltit ‘book’, manggahan ‘mango or- 
chard^ manggd ‘mango’, etc.; 

b. where action denoted by the WB is real- 

ized, e. g. gupitan ‘barber shop’< ga- 
pit ‘cut with scissors’, simbahan 
‘church’ < simbd ‘hear mass’, hiraman 
‘source (place or person) of loans’< 
hirdm, ‘borrow, lend’, etc.; 

2. season, period, or time for realizing action de- 

noted by the WB, e. g. dnihan ‘harvesting 
season’< am ‘harvest,’ pasukdn ‘time for en- 
tering, e. g. classes’< pasok ‘enter’, etc.;

pation', etc.; 

C. pakiki - + pag denotes, further, the presence 

of company in performing action denoted 
by the WB, e. g. pakikipagsayaw ‘manner 
of dancing with a partner' < sayaw ‘dance', 
pakikipag-usap ‘manner of talking with 
another’ < usap ‘talk’, etc. 

IX. paki- ... -an or -han denotes reciprocal or mutual 
action, e. g. pakiusapan ‘mutual pleas' < 
usap ‘talk’, pakialaman ‘mutual interfer- 
ence^ aldm ‘know’ etc. It should be 
noted that the first syllable of these words 
is stressed, differentiating them thus from 
verbs of the same affixation.

While this denotes also inclination, fre- 
quency, or habit, it cannot be interchanged with 
mapag- except with a few WB’s e. g. mapamigay 
or mapagbigay . mapang-akit or mapag-akit , ma- 
panguha or mapagkuhd, but mapagdald, mapag- 
biMs, mapagsanld and never mapandald, mapa - 
mihis, mapananld, etc. Where both may be used 
interchangeably, mapang- gives a more extensive 
and intensive meaning than mapag-. Further- 
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more, with some WB’s mapang- requires a suffer- 
er of the tendency so denoted, while mapag- never 
takes such a sufferer, e. g. mapanggalit Inclined 
to anger others' but mapaggalit Irascible, prone 
to anger' < galii 'anger', mapamiro ‘given to play- 
ing jokes on others’ but mapagbird ‘fun-loving, 
sportive’< bird ‘joke, jest', mapanalumpati ‘ac- 
customed to asking others to deliver speeches’ 
but mapagtalumpati ‘fond of delivering speeches’ 
< talumpati ‘speech’. In other words, mapang- 
is the more objective; and mapag-, subjective. 
Furthermore, mapang - always respects the stress 
of the WB while mapag - keeps it to the last 
syllable. 

XIV. pa- signifies concession received in the nature of 
what the WB denotes, e. g. paramit ‘privileged 
with free clothing’ < damit ‘clothing’, pabahay 
‘given free lodging’< bahay ‘house’, etc. 

XV. pa- . . An or -kin denotes dependence on the actor 
for what the WB denotes, e. g. pasusuhing anak 
‘sucking child’ < suso ‘nipple’, pakaining tao 
‘person dependent for food’< kain ‘eat’, baboy 
na pdtabain ‘pig that has to be fattened’ < tabd 
‘fat’. Note that the pa in these derivatives is 
stressed. 

XVI. palar. Like mapag-, this denotes inclination to, fre- 
quency of, or habitual, action as expressed by 
the WB, e. g. palaasa ‘inclined to hoping, i. e. 
optimistic’ < asa ‘hope’, palabihis ‘fond of dress- 
ing well, or dressing frequently’ < bihis ‘change 
dress’, palabiro ‘fond of playing jokes, spor- 
tive’ < bird ‘joke, jest’, etc. Note that like ma- 
pag-, paid- derivatives keep the stress to the last 
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syllable of the WB. Unlike mapag- however, 
pala - may not be applied to WB’s signifying ab- 
stract quality, e. g. mapagtamdd , .never palata- 
mad; mapagbmal, never palabanal , etc. 

XVII. pala- . . . -in or -hin emphasizes the quality ex- 
pressed by pala- (cf. XVI, p. 20), e. g. paldbin- 
tangin ‘inclined to accuse others, i. e. suspicious’ < 
bintang ‘accusation’, palapintasin ‘prone to mak- 
ing adverse criticism, i. e. fault-finding’ < pintds 
‘adverse criticism’, etc. 

XVIII. pang - denotes utility, e. g. pang-ayos ‘what is used 
for arranging’< ay os ‘arrangement’, pang-araw 
‘what is used during daytime’ < araw ‘day’, 
panggabi ‘what is used during nighttime’ < gabi 
‘night’, etc. 

XIX. Some adjectives are formed not by affixation but 
by R 2 , denoting 

A. recurrence at more or less spaced intervals, 

e. g. abut-abot ang hiningd, literally ‘the 
breaths reaching one another; that is, in 
short gasps’ < abot ‘reach’, akay-akay sa 
kamdy ang bulag ‘the blind led by the hand 
(from place to place) ’< akay ‘guidance, 
direction’, ang daan ay baku-bako ‘the road 
is rutted (here and there), i. e. is rough’ < 
bako ‘rut’, etc.; 

B. with kar, 

1. fitness or adequacy for arousing what the WB 

signifies, e.g. kaawa-awa ‘deserving of pity, 
i. e. pitiful’< aw a ‘pity’, kaiga-igaya ‘evoca- 
tive of pleasure, i. e. pleasing’ < igaya 
‘pleasure’, kaibig-ibig , ‘likeable, attractive’ < 
ibig ‘like, desire’, etc.; 

2. frequent or constant association, e. g. kasa- 

yaw-sayaw ‘frequent partner in dancing’< 
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sayaw ‘dance’, katulung-tulong ‘constant 
helper’ < tulong ‘help’, kasama-sama ‘frequent 
or constant companion’ < r sama ‘association’, 
* etc. 

3. sometimes ha- functions like kay-, denoting 
superlative quality (excessive or inter jec- 
tional), e. g. kaganda-gandd ‘most beauti- 
ful’ or ‘how beautiful!’ < ganda ‘beauty’, 
kalakas-lakas ‘strongest’ or ‘how strong! ’< 
lakds ‘strength’, etc.; 

C. may - + R 2 express quality a little short of 
positive; that is, the presence of what the 
WB denotes becomes vague in extent ; e. g. 
maylakas4akas 'somewhat strong' < lakds 
‘strength', maykaya-kaya ‘well-to-do’ < kay a 
‘wealth', etc. 

XX. Some adjectives, are formed by compounding with 
independent particles, viz. 

A. wald ‘none’, denoting absence of what the WB 

designates, e. g. walang-awd ‘merciless' < 
wald + awd ‘pity, mercy', walang-habas 
‘inconsiderate’ < wald + habas ‘satiety, dis- 
cretion’, walang-hiyd ‘shameless’ < wald -f 
Myd ‘shame’, etc. 

B. di ‘not’, denoting 

f 

1. negation of the quality signified by the WB, 

e. g. di-pangit ‘not ugly’< di + pangit ‘ugly,’ 
di-mahdl ‘not costly’< di *f mahdl ‘costly’, 
di-salat ‘not wanting’< di -f salat ‘wanting’, 
etc.; 

2. negation of the possibility expressed by ma-, 

maka- or mapa- verbal derivatives, e, g. 
di-maisip ‘unthinkable’ < isip ‘thought’, di- 
makabuti ‘inefficacious’ < buti ‘goodness’, di- 
mdpakali ‘restless, anxious’ < kali ‘rest, 
pause’, etc. 



THE PRINCIPAL AFFIXES USED IN THE FORMATION 
OF TAGALOG VERBS 


I. hi- denotes 

A. with r 2 of the WB, very recent occurrence, 

equivalent to English ‘a while ago, just, 
recently, etc/, e. g. kardrating 'just ar- 
rived^ dating 'arrival’, kadalis 'left re- 
cently^ alls ‘departure’; 

B. when accented, and the first syllable of the 

WB is repeated, continuous voluntary ac- 
tion, e. g. kasusnlat 'continuous writing’ < 
sulat 'script, letter, missive’, kalalangoy 
'continuous swimming’ < langoij 'swim’. 

II. i- denotes 

A. basically, an order or request for the execu- 

tion of an action as instrument of the ac- 
tion, e. g. itanim mo ang saging ‘plant the 
bananas’ < tanim ‘plant’, ikuha mo ako ‘get 
for me’< kuha ‘get’, idalangin mo siyd 
'pray for him’< dalangin ‘prayer’, etc.; 

B. with the aid of other affixes, usually -im, 

1. instrument or means for effecting the action, 

e. g. ang itak ay ipftmtol ko ‘the bolo was 
the instrument used by me for cutting’ < 
putol ‘cut’, etc.; 

2. a direct action, e. g. idinalangin niyd ‘he prayed 

that’ < dalangin ‘prayer’, iniyari ( iyinan ) 
niyd ‘he, she finished, make’< yan ‘finish, 
make complete’, etc.; 

3. action in the passive, e. g. inihiluto (ilimdutb) 

ko ‘is being cooked by me’ < Into ‘cook’, Mi- 
nuting na ‘was brought or delivered al- 
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ready’ < dating ‘arrival’, etc. Note.— This 
function obtains where the object of the 
action is the part known and the action and 
the doer the unknown, and is similar to in- 
(-in-) (see VI, A below). 

III. ipctr expresses 

A. a command, order, request or suggestion, e. 

g. ipagamit 'allow the use’< gomit ‘use’, 
ipamili mo nga 'please do the shopping’< 
bill 'buy, sell’, etc.; 

B. instrument or means for effecting the action, 

e. g. ipamimill 'will be used for buying, 
will be spent < bill 'buy, sell’, etc.; 

VI. ipaki- denotes a request, e. g. ipakibili mo nga ako 
‘please buy for me’< bill 'buy, sell’, ipakihulog mo 
ang sulat 'please mail the letter" < hulog 'drop 
fall", etc. 

V. ipag-. The fundamental function of this compound 

prefix is to express order or request for the exe- 
cution of an action like i- in II, A, above), e. g. 
ipagbili mo '(you) seir< bill 'buy, sell’, etc. 
Usually, however, this order or request is made 
in the interest of a third party, e. g. ipaghugas 
mo akd ‘(you) please wash for me’, i. e. 'please 
do the washing in my stead’ < hugas 'wash’, 
ipagwalis mo siya ‘ (you) please sweep for him’, 
i. e. 'do the work of sweeping in his place’ < 
walls ‘broom’, etc. 

VI, in. 

A. This may be anteponed to the WB (in-) or 
used as an infix (-in-) to express action in 
the passive, as object of the action, e. g. 
inalis ' was removed’ < alls 'remove’, gina- 
wa ‘was made’< gawd 'make, do’, etc. 



B. It may also be used as a suffix ( in - or -kin) 

with a pronoun following the derivative 
to express a command or orcjer, e. g. gawin 
mo ‘(you) do, make’< gawd ‘do, make’, hi - 
lahin mo ‘(you) puli’ < Mia ‘puli’, etc. 

C. With gag- .. .-an or -han, the infix -in- signi- 

fies locality wherein action denoted in the 
WB takes place, e. g. pinagtapunan ‘place 
of throwing away or exile’ < tapon ‘banish, 
throw away’, pinagkunan ‘source of supply 
(of object taken’) < kuha ‘ take etc. 

VII. mo-, na-. 

A. These affixes express a ‘being’ in the state or 

condition denoted by the WB, e. g. matu- 
log ‘go to sleep (be asleep) ’< tulog ‘sleep, 
slumber’, nalulungkot ‘is feeling sad (is 
being in a state of sadness)’ < lungkot 
‘sadness’, etc. 

B. When stressed ( ma-, no-) , the derivative ex- 

presses an unintentional or unconscious 
action which is usually abrupt, e. g. mdta- 
pakan ‘step on (accidentally)’ < tapak ‘step 
on’, nakain ‘ate (by mistake) ’< kain ‘eat’, 
nagising ‘awoke’, awakened (volition not 
involved) ’< gising ‘a'vake’, etc. 

VIII. mapa-, napa-. 

A. These pertain to reflexive actions, expressing 
submission to, or sufferance of, the thing 
denoted by the WB, e. g, napakulong ‘submit 
oneself to imprisonments kulong ‘sur- 
rounded, confinement’, napasuntok ‘allow 
oneself to be boxed’ < suntok ‘box, strike 
with the fist’, etc. 
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B. With the stress on ma- (mdpa-) and na- (na- 
par), they express accidental, involuntary, 
r or unconscious action, e. % mapaiydk ‘he 
moved to tears (cry involuntarily) ’< iytik 
‘cry’, ndpatapak 'stepped (accidentally) 
on’< tapak 'step on’, etc. 

IX. mapasa-, ndpasa - express a going to, or a getting 
into, a place or situation, without volition on the 
part of the actor, e. g. mdpapasakanya 'will get 
into his possession^ kanyd 'his, him’, ndpasa - 
bundok 'went to the mountain (unintention- 
ally)’, < bundok ‘mountain’. It must be ob- 
served that pa-, not sa , is repeated. 

X. maka, naka- express 

A. a spontaneous, rather accidental, act or occur- 

rence, e. g. makamatay 'kill (acciden- 
tally)’ < patay 'kill’, nakasugat 'wounded 
(unwittingly) ’< sugat 'wound’, etc.; 

B. especially in negative constructions, they may 

express potentiality, e. g. hindi makakita 
'not able to see’ < kita 'see’, hindi nakasapit 
‘not able to reach’ < sapit 'reach’, etc. 

C. a 'being in the state or position denoted by 

the JVB (not to be mistaken for English 
progressive action), e. g. nakaupo 'is in a 
sitting position (is seated, is sitting)’ < 
upo 'sit’, nakaluhdd 'is in a kneeling posi- 
tion (is kneeling) ’< luhod ‘kneel’, naka- 
gapos 'is bound’ < gapos 'fastened by 
bands, e. g. a captive’, etc. 

XL maki naki - signify 

A. participation in action, e. g. makiani 'par- 
ticipate in harvesting^ ani ‘harvest’, ma - 



Usama ‘ go with, associate with’< sama 
‘join, go with’, etc.; 

B. request for a favor, e. g. makiusap ‘request, 
plead’ < usap ‘word’, makituloy ‘request 
the favor of admission (e. g. in a house)’ 
< tuloy ‘let in, proceed’, etc. 

XII. mag-, nag-. These express a putting into motion 
of what the WB denotes, the motion being more 
external in nature, e. g. magbaro ‘put on a dress, 
dress up’ >barb ‘dress’, nagsalita ‘talked, spoke’ 
< salitd ‘word’, etc. 

XIII. magkctr, nagka - signify 

A. unintentional, spontaneous occurrence due to 

causes not immediately under the control 
of man or beyond it, e. g. nagkasunog ‘fire 
broke out’< smog ‘fire’, nagkasakit ‘fell 
ill’< sakit ‘illness’, nagkakalunod ‘were 
drowning (because of a flood or the like’< 
lunod ‘drown’, etc. It should be noted that 
with the repetition of ka , plurality of ac- 
tion and actors is expressed. 

B. an unintentional acquisition, e. g. nagkasalapi 

‘came into money’ < salapi ‘money’, nagka- 
sugat Svas w r ounded (accidentally)’ < sugat 
‘wound’, etc.; 

C. similarity or identity, e.g. magkamukhd ‘have 

similar faces’ < mukhd ‘face’, magkaisd ng 
palagdy ‘one (the same) in opinion’ < isd 
‘one’, etc.; 

D. reciprocal relation, e. g. magkakampl ‘allies 

(the one of the other’ < kampi ‘ally’, mag- 
kagalit ‘enemies (the one of the other) ’< 
galit ‘anger’, etc. 



XIV. magkang rngkang- usually with r 2 of the WB, 
pertain generally to physical or physiological acts, 
the 'action being involuntary, spontaneous, and 
quite beyond the control of the actor, e. g. mag - 
kandarapd 'fall down, stumble (an occurrence 
that s could not be helped, an accident’ < dapa 
'fall down stumble’, nagkansusuka 'vomitted 
(suddenly, unexpectedly’) < suka 'vomit’, etc. 

XV. maging-, naging- signify a transformation, e. g. 

maging-suka, 'become (turn into) vinegar’ <sukd 
‘vinegar’, naging-abo 'became (was turned into) 
ashes’ < abd 'ash’, etc. Note— The prefix ma- 
ging- should not be confused with the independent 
word maging to which the nearest equivalents 
in English are the coordinates whether-or, nei- 
ther-nor, either-or. 

XVI. magpctr , nagpa-. These express 

A. an order or command, e. g. magpaalis 'order 

the removal of . . .’< alls 'remove’; or re- 
quest, e. g. magpalimo's 'beg’< limos ‘alms’, 
etc.; 

B. an objective, or direct causative, action, e. g. 

magpakain 'feed (a person or animal)’ < 
kain . ‘eat’, nagpatulog ‘put (someone) to 
sleep’ < tulog ‘sleep, slumber’, magpataas 
'bring about a raise’ < tads 'rise, height’, 
etc.; 

C. a reflexive voluntary action, e. g. kami’y 

magpapagabi 'we shall let night overtake 
us’ < gabi ‘night’, etc. 

X\lh magpaka nagpaka- signify 

A. self-imposition or entire volition, the action 
being executed with all its absolute force 
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e. g. magpakaingat ‘take absolute care, be 
very careful’ < ingat ‘carefulness’, magpa- 
kabait ‘be very good, exescise prudence 
fully’ < bait ‘goodness, prudence’, magpa- 
katanggi ‘reject, deny (positively) ’< tang- 
gi ‘reject, deny’, etc. 

B. With R 2 , the meaning is intensified, e. g. mag - 
pakaingat-ingai ‘be very, very (extraordi- 
narily) careful’, magpakatanggi-tanggi ‘re- 
ject, deny (vehemently, emphatically) ’, etc. 

XVIII. magpati rngpati -. These express a reflexive ac- 
tion involving not simply volition but rather a 
precipitancy and violence, e. g. magpatihulog 
‘suffer (oneself) to a precipitate fair < hulog 
‘fall, drop’, nagpatihiga ‘threw (oneself) down 
violently, voluntarily’ < higd ‘lie down’ etc. 

XIX. magsa-, nagsa - signify behavior or assumption of 
the role denoted by the WB, e. g. magsakastila 
‘behave like a Spaniard’ < kastila ‘Spaniard’ 
Spanish’, nagsa-Hudas, ‘played the role of Judas’ 
< Hildas ‘Judas’, etc. 

XX. magsi -, nagsi- express concerted action, e. g. mag- 
sialis kayo ‘(you pi.) go away’< alls ‘leave, go 
away’, sila’y nagsitakas ‘they escaped’ < takas 
‘escape, flee’, etc. 

XXL mang-, nang - denote simple direct action, which 
may be either straightway execution of what the 
WB denotes, e. g. manghuli ‘catch, go catching’ < 
hull ‘catch’, mngguld ‘making trouble’ < gulo 
trouble’ ; or a utilization of what the WB denotes, 
e. g. nangabayo ‘went horse-riding’ < kabayo 
‘horse’, mamangkd ‘go boating’ < bangkd ‘boat’, 
etc. 



XXII. pakv- expresses 

A. a favor sought from the actor, e. g. pakisulat 
• mo ‘please write’ < sulat ‘script, letter, mis- 
sive’, pakibili ‘please buy’< bill ‘buy, sell’ 
etc.; 

B. with some constructions, usually with -an or 

-han, it carries a social significance, e. g. 
pakisamhan ‘go along with, observe social 
give-and-take’ < sama ‘join, go with’, paki- 
bagayan ‘adapt (oneself to another’s com- 
pany) ’< bagay ‘fit, adapted, suitable’, 
huivdg pakitmguhan ‘do not mind, e. g. a 
fellow’s faults; tolerate, overlooks tungo 
‘direction, goal’, etc. 

XXIII. mn- (-»-). This affix expresses a putting into 
action of what the WB denotes, e. g. umisip 
‘think’ < isip ‘thought, thinking in the abstract’, 
surndat ‘write’ < sulat ‘script, letter, missive’, 
etc. As such, it suggests motion which is more 
internal than external.
